URGE MENDING AND MOTH CONTROL 
TO CONSERVE CLOTHING DURING WAR 

Conservation of clothing and materials, particularly by 
mendTng a d moth control, is\eing urged by the Consumer |„ 
r.r«t Committee of the State Council of Defense in an ffort to 
prolong the life of valuable civilian goods for the duration. 

"A needle and a thread can go a long way in ^e mg your 
family's clothing needs this year," says a release from the Office 
of P ice Administration. "The war is making heavy demands on 
all production machinery. So before you go far in plans for buy- 
ing clothes take careful stock of what you already have. 

"Some of the things you need for the c ° m ' ,n \ iea J on J"°- 
ably can be remade entirely of things already on hand. Others 
m.y require the addition of small amounts of new material o 
Wm alter, and refinish. You will, no doubt, need some en , rely 
new things, too. But you may decide that even some of these 
can be made more economically at home than they can be bought 
at the store. 

"Take the matter of coats, for example. If you have a 
arownup's coat that is out of style or worn around the cufts, and 
you are sure it can't be renovated for continued use, you can 
probably remake it for your small son or daughter. 

"Most patterns have complete sewing instructions. 
bulletins available from government agencies have many 
tips on handling materials and finishing details. 

"Suits for little boys and girls also lend themselves readily 
to home sewing and remaking— especially in these days of mixed 
color schemes for skirts, pants, and jackets. Part of such a suit 
might be a new sweater knitted of the ravelled yarns of a worn 
one no longer in use. 

"And you don't need to be limited to making woolens. Neat 
cotton frocks for school and play can be made of the good parts 
of old ones no longer in style. . 

"Don't forget the ragman. Save the left-over scraps tor him. 
Give him the things that have 'no more wear in them at all. Cot- 
tons silks, woolens, they can all be salvaged and reused. 

The Conservation series of the Boston Better Business Bureau 
says, "The annual loss through moth-damaged fabrics is estim- 
ated to be $100,000,000. 

"Clothes moths rarely injure fabrics or apparel in trequent 
use or that are brushed, cleaned or beaten once or twice a 
month. They do not like bright light or sun. They recognize no 
seasons in the modern heated homes and do their damage 
throughout the year. It is the moth larva or worm that does the 
damage. Neither the egg, the pupa nor the flying moth feeds on 
textiles. Immediately on hatching, the moth larva seeks food in 
the form of woolens or other materials made from animal fibers. 
"Too much emphasis can not be placed on the value of fre- 
quent brushing, beating, sunning, and cleaning of articles subject 
to moth attack. , 

"When storing articles, clean them first or have them dry cleaned, 
then wrap them in unbroken paper, including flake napthelene or 
barachloro-beniine In the bundle. |f not wrapped in paper of put 
" fob'cSmrterciaf forage; ft Is vitally Important tb^pacfe or store 
articles in airtight chests, compartments, or closets with plenty 
of moth preventatives.

Mail By Dec. 1 
Says Postmaster 

Early Mailing Only Way 
To Insure Against 
Late Arrival 

The bulk of Christmas mail must 
be in the post offices by December 
1 this year if deliveries on time are 
to be assured, according to 

Joseph L, Kelley, Narberth post- 
master. 

Unprecedented wartime demands 
on the postal and transportation 
systems, plus a prospective record 
volume of Christmas mailing were 
cited as the reasons. 

"If the bulk of parcels and greet- 
ing cards are held back until the 
usual time. December 15 to 23. they 
simply cannot be distributed in 
time." the postmaster pointed out. 

The shortage in available railroad 
cars and motor trucks due to their 
use by the armed services will make 
the situation particularly acute, it 
was stated, as will the fact that 
post-offices throughout the country 
are operating with many thousands 
of inexperienced employes who have 
replaced men. caUed to the. .armed 
services.

NEW AIR RAID REGULATIONS 
GO INTO EFFECT DECEMBER 1 

The latest Federal and State regulations on air raids and 
blackouts' goes into 'effect December I, with instructions that 
they are to be strictly observed. 

As previously noted, the new orders differ from those pre- 
viously observed in certain. respects; especially in the use of the 
public alarm system for blackouts other than those required dur- 
ing air raids and air-raid drills. 

The signal for an Air Raid or an Air-Raid Drill is a fluctuat- 
ing sound of two minutes duration for sirens and a series of short 
blasts for a two minute period for air horns. The sound will tome 
from many directions and street lights will be extinguished. 

A Blackout or Practice Blackout will be announced by ver- 
bal or printed orders. 

A clear distinction exists between an Air Raid or an Air- 
Raid Drill and a Blackout or Practice Blackout. The regulations 
are different as noted below. 

If the signal for an Air Raid or an Air-Raid Drill sounds be- 
tween dusk and dawn, a complete Blackout goes into effect au- 
tomatically. 

The All Clear Signal is a constant sound of two minutes dura- 
tion on both sirens and air horns. 

All residents should become familiar with and observe these 
instruction* closely. t

Tuberculosis Test 



256 Showing Positive 
Reactions Will Be 
X-Rayed 

Within the past week the Com- 
munity Health and Civic Associa- 
tion of Ardmore and the Mont- 
gomery County Tuberculosis Society 
have tested 757 students of the 
Lower Merton Senior ^gh School 
and the Ardmore and Bala-Cynwyd 
Junior High Schools. 

Of those tested. 256 showed posi- 
tive reactions and will be x-rayed 
November 30. At the same time the 
teachers, other school personnel and 
the football teams will have the 
opportunity for x-rays. These x- 
rays are sent to the student's 
family and positive cases are fol- 
lowed up by physicians and visiting 
nurses. 

This -work is financed by the 
Christmas seal which went on sale 
sale November 23. In Narberth 
seals are on sale at the Post Office 
and in Ardmore at the Pennsylva- 
nia Company building. Many seals 
sent out by mall have already been 
returned. 

1942 Christmas seal posters, show- 
ing .the snowy farm scene in a bright 
winter day, have been distributed in 
public places. These gay seals will 
aid the fight against tuberculosis 
on the home front during the war.

U. S. Official Com-

Victory Gardens, although serving 
the purpose of creating extra war- 
time produce, caused an influx of 
rats from nearby city sections.

30,000 May Lose 
Vote In County 

Anyone Who Has Not 
Voted In Two Years 
Is Removed From List 

Possibly 30.000 registered voters 
of Montgomery County face re 
moval of their names from the 
voting lists as a result of their 
failure to vote at least once with- 
in the last two years, it was indi- 
cated last week as the Registration 
Commission started its annual 
"purge" of the list of enrolled elec- 
tors. 

• This figure is approximate but 
from a preliminary checkup notices 
will be sent to that number. 

The "purge" of election lists 1? 
made within three months of the ■■ 
General Election each year when 
the names of all persons who have 
not voted either at a Primary or 
General Election are noted and 
advised that unless they make ap 
plication for reinstatement within 
10 days of their notification their 
names will be removed from the 
lists. 

A postcard is sent with the let- 
ter of notification and the only re- 
quirement for reinstatement is that 
voter sign his name on the card, 
indicating his desire for reinstate- 
ment and return the postcard to 
the Registration Commission. 

The anticipated 30.000 affected in 
the "purge" now under way is the 
largest since the Registration Com- 
mission started functioning in 1937. 
Last year approximately 7.000 per- 
sons were liable for disqualification 
and of that number only about 30 
per cent returned the cards asking 
for reinstatement. 

The clean-up of the lists being 
made at this time covers all per- 
sons who have failed to vote at 
the Primary or General Elections 
in 1941 and 1942. After Novem- 
ber of next year the lists will be 
cleared of all persons who failed 
to vote at any time in 1942 and 
1943. If persons voted only once, 
whether at a Primary or General 
Election within the two year period 
they retain their status as qualified 
voters on the voting lists.
